But, one may remark, this is an American 
advertisement. In an. American magazine 
— what has this got to do with Canada? 
A great deal, we must say. 
True, Canada may be cursed with several 
thousand unemployed, unable to buy their 
sons an education or find their old parents 
a home. But these people could well learn 
enough decent self-respect to search for any 
kind of job before lining up shamelessly 
for your money and mine. 
True, Canada at the moment offers less 
opportunity for dangerous action in the 
armed services than the United States. But 
rather than promoting so-called "peace- 
keeping forces" which play into the hands 
of our enemies who are not yet well pre- 
pared for the moment of final reckoning, 
we should be joining our allies in the thick 
of the fighting where, we ore needed. 

Despite grumblers, own-nothings, and cod- 
dling governments, there are still hundreds 
of thousands of Canadians who get up at 
five in the morning; who hold two or three 
jobs; whose children leave school at fifteen 
to do their bit; who work twice as hard in 
order to buy those things their neighbour 
can afford on a thirty-five hour week. 

Yes, somehow, in spite of those who would 
like to see everyone enjoy the same ad- 
vantages, regardless of whether they can 
pay for them, most of English Canada is 
stijl the true north, strong and free. Don't
